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DR. J. N. BRAWNER TALKS 
ABOUT THE MADSTONE 


“There is absolutely no virtue in the 
mad-stone.’ 

A number of inquiries have been re- 
ceived by The Constitution in regard 
the curative qualities of the mad- 
stone for rabies, and when Dr. James 
Brawner, of the Pasteur Institute, 
was asked about the matter he replied 
in the above manner. 

Dr. Brawner stated that over 100 of 
these mad-stones had come under his 
observation. Some of them were mere 
rocks of a reddish or dark-brown color, 
while others were calcareous deposits 
found in the tissues of different ani- 
mals, commonly known as gall stones.

It is the prin- 
ciple of heat destroying the germ. 
Where the bite is received a germ is 
deposited, and it grows very rapidly.

then the only effective cure is the Pas- 
teur method. 

Just after the bite, if the place its 
scraped until the blood flows, and one 
of these stones, heated to the boiling 
temperature, ig placed upon it, the heat 
kills the germ. Any substance has the 
same effect’ as the stone, and a com- 
mon smoothing iron will have a much 
surer effect. Through ignorance and 
uperstition, it has been thought for 
years that if the mad-stone “stuck” 
the person could get well, and that 
the stone got its virtue through reason 
of the fact that it was found in the 
tissues of an animal. ‘ 

After years of study, however, spe- 
cialists of the disease have proven that 
the mad-stone is a fake, and that the 
only virtue it possesses, is the simple 
application of it while heated, to the 
fresh wound, causing the death of the 
germ.

Particularly in those days did Mr. Brown 
exemplify the manhood that is his by being 
the considerate, yet a positive disciplinarian; 
the men appreciated him and were glad to do 
his bidding, and the esprit de corps of the 
Western and Atlantic at that time was per- 
fect. He was known then among the men as 
‘*Little Joe. They all loved him and often 
was it that he was the mediator between 
some poor fellow in trouble and the general 
manager or president, and he carries to this 
day many a man’s troubles locked in his 
loyal bosom, 

When he was first appointed railroad com- 
missioner the estimate then put upon his 
ability by some of our most prominent men 
correct one. He knows the railroad 
in detail and is probably the best 
informed rate expert running back in this 
country’s traffic that there is living, ¢x- 
cepting perhaps Mr. J. M. Culp, of the South- 
ern railway and Sol Haas, retired. He is 
thoroughly conscientious and inflexible in’ his 
convictions and duty has ever been hig 
watchword. 

He is so versatile that one has to know him 
thoroughly to appreciate him. His courage ts 
fine and steady. His sympathy and charity ~ 
are as broad as the light. That he is elected 
governor ig no surprise to me; that he became 
a candidate was a great surprise to me, for 
he has never played the game of politics, but 
when he entered it he played with his usual 
superior ability, clean hands, clear head and 
noble heart. No one who really knows him 
doubts that he wrote himself his published 
letters of his campaign any more than they 
doubt that those letters and the magnificent 
patriotism, clearness and cleanness of them 
did more to elect him than any one thing. 

It be like him to be as magnanimous 
in victory as his conduct would have been 
superb in defeat, and if he lives Georgians 
will see that he is appreciative, but inflexible 
from the path of right and duty, and his 
wisdont will astonish even his enemies and 
claim their admiration.

NO “BIG STICK” 
FOR BONAPARTE 


Denied That Roosevelt and 
Attorney General Are 
at Odds. 


Washington, June 14.—‘‘The presi- 
dent and Attorney General Bonaparte 
intend to go out of office on the 4th 
of March and Mr. Bonaparte has just 
as little idea as the president of go- 
ing out sooner.” 

This statement was made at the 
white house today in reply to rumors 
that there existed a serious difference 
between the president and his attor- 
ney general that would probably lead 
to Mr. Bonaparte’s leaving the cabinet 
very soon after the presidential elec- 
tion, 

The special differences cited in this 
connection related to the removal of 
District Attorney Ruick and United 
States Marshal Rounds, of Idaho, 
which it was declared was opposed by 
Mr. Bonaparte and insisted upon by 
the president and in relation to al- 
leged differences over bringing a suit 
against the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Ratiroad Company. 

At the white house today it was de- 
clared that the removal .of Ruick and 
Rounds was determined on six months 
ago, but it was deemed best to wait 
until certain sults on which they were 
engaged were concluded and then to 
have Assistant Attorney General Cooley 
go to Idaho and while on the ground 
recommend who should be their suc- 
cessors. Mr. Cooley’s recommenda- 
tions have been recived and 
after the attorney general calls at the 
white house tomorrow the appoint- 
ments will doubtless be agreed on. 

It is positively asserted that there 
has never been the slightest difference 
of any kind between the president and 
the attorney general in regard to this 
matter, both agreeing that the charges 
against Ruick and Rounds justified 
their removal, .

Floods in Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas and Texas, 


Memphis, Tenn., June !4.—The Com- 
mercial-Appeal’s crop summary which 
wiil be published tomorrow is as fol- 


lows: 

The rainfall for the past days 
in the central and western states of 
the cotton belt has been above the nor- 
mal, but nevertheless, with exceptions 
hereinafter noted, the cotton plant has 
made rapid growth ang is now thrifty 
and in a fair state of cultivation. In 
the easiérn states the rainfall! has been 
light to moderate, the cultivation is 
well advanced, and the crop is very 
promising. It is not large as a rule, 
but seems very healthy. 

In Oklahoma, western Arkansas and 
the northern tier of Texas counties only 
the rainfall has been excessive and pro- 
longed. The crop there ig badly in 
need of cultivation, is not well grown, 
and the bottom lands have been inun- 
dated, and much of the cotton de- 
stroyed. The water in many bottoms 
is still on the lands and they wil] be 
lost to cotton. Where they have re- 
ceded at this date the farmers are 
rushing work of replanting. 

Otherwise stands are everywhere 
good, in marked contrast with last 
year. The crop in southern Texas is 
well advanced, and the plants are heav- 
ily fruited. The fields district in Ten- 
nessee, northern Mississippi and north- 
ern Alabama are in many places grassy.

A new demand for good roads, more urgent 
than any! preceding, arose with the spread 
of the automobile, and the indications are 
that under the banner of this most modern 
of passenger vehicles all the various tribes 
of good roads advocates are to be united. 
Never before has there been a good roads 
demonstration at which so many different 
organizations were represented as there will 
be at the Buffalo convention, to be held un- 
der the auspices of the American Automobile 
Association, July 6-7-8. This uniting of forces 
for the common cause, gives a new strength 
and significance to the good roads movement 
and the three days at Buffalo promise to

Some fast time and a few records in hill 
climbing events have been made of late by 
different cars with a bolted-on type of tire, 
and because this type is heavy, surprise has 
been expressed that the tires should be so 
fast. The fact appears that there is excellent 
reason for this type being faster than any 
other. They hold more air, er, in other words, 
are more pneumatic, size for size. How this 
can be was elucidated by H. G. Fisk at the 
Dead Horse Hill contest, Worcester, Mass., 
June 6. In the clincher type, the outer shoe, 
or envelope, is pinched together at the bot- 
tom, so that the inner tube, when inflated, 
tapers from the top downward, while in the 
bolted-on type, the space within the envelope 
is perfectly round, owtng to the broad bead, 
and the inner tube when fnflated holds fully 
10 per cent more air than in a clincher of the 
same outer diameter.

Boycott as Violation of Anti-Trust 
Law. 


Complainants, hat manufacturers at 
Danbury, Conh., engaged in the sale of 
their product in several states. Defend- 
ants, members of a labor union, sought 
to unionize the establishment. On com- 
plainants refusing to permit this, de- 
fendants instituted a boycott against 
them and those dealers who handled 
their hats. Complainants contended 
that defendants’ acts violated the fed- 
eral anti-trust act. The circuit court 
held that the statute was not appli- 
cable to labor unions, but the United

Change in Wilmington, Ohio. 


responsible citizen of Wilmington 
sends the following information: _ 

“In the year 1892 the village of WII- 
mington built an electric light plant at 
the cost of some $40,000. The munici- 
pality from year to year made changes 
and additions and thad accidents from 
bad management unt!l in the year 1902 
it decided to sell the plant. It having 
cost on an average over $10,000 per 
year to operate same, frequently being 
entirely without light for from one 
week to three months at a time. The 
service was very inferior, and current 
was furnished customers from 4 to 5 
o'clock in the evening until midnight. 
The number of street lamps varied from 
80 to 100. 

“The plant was sold. 
the franchise for light and water. for 
the sum of $12,000, the plant being 
worth as junk about $7,000. the other 
$5,000 being for the rights and privi- 
leges under the franchise. The com- 
pany that bought it constructed a new 
plant and furnishes an all-night 
service.’ 

At present the total cost to the vil- 
lage for the lighting of the streets (123 
arcs), city hall and other public build- 
ings, together with fire protection from 
eighty-one hydrants and water for the 
public buildings, is less than the cost 
of operating the electric licht plant for 
an awerage of ninety arcs under the 
municipal regime, without any allow- 
ance for lost taxes and depreciation, the 
latter item alone amounting to $3,500 
a year,

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IMPROVING LAND. 


There is no doubt that an impoverish- 
ed soil may be considerably improved by 
right methods of culture, by deep plow- 
ing and harrowing and the ltberal use 
of commercial fertilizers, so that it will 
produce larger crops than when in .a 
Virgin condition, or when first reclaim- 
from forest. But there is one im- 
portant, indeed essential, requirement 
of the great majority of the upland soils 
of the cotton estates, the tobacco states 
and tme older grain states of the east 
that cannot be met by the directions of 
commercial fertilizers. We mean fhe 
need of vegetable matter, What tie 
scienWsts call “‘humus,’ without the 
presence which in the soil in libera: 
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amount no permanent or reliable pro- 
ductiveness can be secured. With plenty 
of rain at the right time a good yield 
may be secured on very ordinary land 
by means of good preparatio; and cul- 
ture and a liberal application «f ferti- 
lizere. But “‘plenty of rain” is a re- 
Yulrement that cannot be met or con- 
trolled and the result is that every year 
the majority of farmers plant and cul- 
tivate in a speculative way, the outcome 
in the way of crop yields depending on 
tne amount and distribution of rainfall. 
speculative farming and its uncer- 
tain results are especially illustrated in 
the upland corn crop, which is just as 
uncertain ae are the “seasons’’—or rajn- 
Every farmer knows ‘that an old 
kitchen garden that has been liberally 
treated with stable manure for ‘many 
years becomes practically immune to 
the influences of an ordinary drouth,

Revocation of Will by Subsequent 


Marriage of Testator. 


The contestant of the will in the case 
of In re Del Genovese’s Will, 107, New 
York Supplement, 1033, claimed it had 
been revoked by het marriage to tes- 
tator subsequent to the execution of 
the will. Proponent claimed that t! 
marriage was invalid, as the wife had 
a husband living at that time; but it 
appeared that her former husband had 
disappeared several vears before, and 
that the marriage had een contracted 
in good faith. The New York surro- 
gate court held that the marriage was 
not void, but was good as to ail the 
world. unless the first husband should 
appear and institute an action to an- 
nul it, and that

toe repeated and long-continued = appli- 
cations of stable manures. And it is not 
the plant food supplied directly by the 
humus—don't make that mistake—but it 
is the mechanical and chemical effett 
produced by its presence in the soil and 
the reserve supply of inoisture held In 
its mores against waste, but readily 
given up to the demands of the crop. A 
soil well stocked with humus will ab- 
sorb and retain several times as much 
moisture as will be retained by a thin, 
worn soil The loamy soil—made loamy 
by its humus—nolds the moisture of the 
winter and spring rains, and yet does 
not remain wet and soggy in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word. Not only doe 
it retain moisture and give it up 4s 
needed, but it aids in dissolving out 
plant food that would otherwise be look- 
ed up so that it is not available to 
growing plants. It separates the parti- 
cles Of soil and permits the air (ag well 
Aas plant roots) to permeate in every di- 
rection. It greatly facilitates the proc- 
ess of nitrification whereby the free ni- 
trogen of the air becomes fixed in the 
form of soluble salts of nitrogen and 
may then be taken uy by the roots of 
the plants.

The crops grown on the land are con- 
sumed by. the cattle, the manure is re- 
turned to the soil, and so the latter is 
built up and made rich and productive.

So, when 
we return the manure to the soil we 
Supply a .arge amount of air elements 
that wece not before present in c-the 
soil. These air elements—malinly car- 
bon-—-make up the bulk of the unmixed 
manure. 

By “green manuring’ we may ac- 
complish the same result of improving 
the texture of the soil by increasing its 
supply of vegetable matter. But it is 
only under exceptional circumstances 
that a farmer will be justified in turn- 
ing under a green crop in its entirety. 
The average farmer must make the 
most of every crop that he grows and 
cannot afford to turn under and con- 
vert into sow a crop of clover, cow- 
peas, grass Or any other plant that is 
available as food for farm animals. If 
a forage or grain crop. every part of. 
it should be first harvested and utilized 
as food for animals and the resulting 
manure—fit for nothing else—be return- 
ed to the soll. By properly rotating 
crops a farmer may add considerable 
humus to the soil, bat that is by no 
means a chief benefit of rotation. It Is 
too slow. of itself to meet the demands 
farmer who wants to make his

Farm Correspondence. 


RAPE AND KAFIiR. 

E. Stone. Greenwood Springs, Miss., 
D. No. 1.—Being a subscriber to The 
Constitution and having read the farm de- 
partment with much interest, some profit 
and lots of information. I would like to ask 
a few questions. How to plant and cultivate 
rape? How to cultivate kafir corn apd how 
thick to leave in drill, and is it good feed? 
] regard you as the highest authority I 
know of on practical farming. 

Answer—Rape (or colza) ‘is a biennial 
plant of the cabbage family, and —is 
very closely related to the rutabaga 
turnip, and the plants of the two are 
very similar in appearance. The time 
of sowing and the method of culture 
are also about the same except that 
rape is not thinned gut like :rutabagas. 
The seeds tmnay be sown at same time 
as spring turnips and in the same ma"- 
ner and also at same time fall turnips 
are sown. The culture is practically 
identical with that required for mus- 
tard. If sown for table use as a sala‘l, 
Or “greens,” sow in {15-inch drills and 
cultivate so as to keep clean. If de- 
sired for pasturage for sheep:‘or hogs, 
sow in September,’ just as you woutd 
sow turnips. Dwarf Essex is the va- 
riety usually sown. 

Kafir is a species of sorghum and is 
cultivated in precisely the same man- 
ner as the sweet sorghums. Rows 
should be 3% to 4 feet apart, and 
plants 3 to § inches apart in the rows. 
It makes an excellent feed, whether 
cut and fed green or cured into hay.

FORMULA FOR STRAWBERRIES. 


(, A. Lawrence, Plia@ntersville,;, Ala.—How 
much each of 16 per cent phosphate, nitrate 
of soda and muriate of potash or phosphate, 
nitrate, kKainit or phosphate, cotton seed meal 
and kainit will make a 10—-4—-9 or 10 for 
strawberries, to be applied at intervals from 
now till October, or could you suggest a bet- 
ter formula, if so, wiil thank you in ad- 
vance for same. 

Il am trying to make a living on straw- 
berries, cotton, corn, peas, tomatoes, cane 
sirup and peaches and try to diversify as mucn 
as possible. As regards fertilizer for berries 
as top dressing will not nitrate of soda be 
better than cotton seed meal, and muriate of 
potash better than kKainit for both strawber- 
ries and peactes? 

Answer: It is not practicable to mix 
16 per cent acid, nitrate of soda and 
muriate of potash so as to secure a 
compound that would analyze 10—4~—9. 
The nearest you may come to it would 
be the following proportions: 


Pounds. 
Acid phosphate (i6 per cent) ....1,000 
400 


Nitrate: of soda 


This would analyze apout 9.50—3.6!1— 
8.50, which is very nearly tO—4~—9, and 
would answer just as well. You seem 
to have accepted a very prevalent er- 
ror that a formula for a given crop 
must be up to a certain standard of 
quality, when, in fact, it is only nec- 
esSary that the three elements shall 
be in approximately a certain relative 
proportion to each other. For  in- 
stance, 400 pounds of a 5—2.00-+4.50 
mixture would carry precisely the same 
respective quantities of the three ele- 
ments as would be carried by 200 
pounds of a !0—4—-9 mixture, and be 
just as effective. You have only to be’ 
certain that the 400 pounds of the low- 
er grade mixture shall not cost more 
(laid down on your farm) than 200 
pounds of the higher grade. TIsually 
the 400 — of the lower grade would 
cost a jittle more than 200 pounds of 
the higher. The sole advantage pos- 
sessed by a high grade fertilizer is the 
saving in freight, haulage and han- 
dling. Don’t you see that if you will 
add 200 pounds of cinders, or  brick- 
dust, or cominon dirt, or any worthless 
material to the 200 pounds of 1!10—-4~9 
that the result would be 400 pounds of 
5—2-—4.50?

W. H. Graham, Alderman, N. C.~—I have 
800 pounds of potash left over from mixing. 
Now I want to know if it will do any good 
to broadcast this on cotton and plow under, 
if so, how much @ the acre? I know this is 
not the proper way to put it out, but I have 
nothing to mix with it and want to know if it 
will do any good by itself? Please answer in 
The» Constitution, 

Answer: If the fertilizer applied be- 
fore or at the time of. planting the 
cotton contained the proper percentage 
of potash it would be worse than use- 
less to the present crop to apply more 
muriate of potash. Even if the fer- 
tilizer already heretofore applied was 
short in potash it would be doubtful if 
fthe cotton would be benefited to a suf- 
ficient degree to pay for the muriate 
you propose to apply at this late stage. 
Of aril the ordinary forms of plant food, 
potash especially should be applied be- 
fore the crop is planted.

Answer: ~(l) I eannot say that it 
would net pay to apply another 500 
pounds of fertilizer per acre, but I aim 
pretty confident that it would have been 
better to have applied the acid phos- 
phate aad potash of the 500 pounds at 
the same time you applied the first 500 
pounds. You could Rave put one-half of 
the 1,000 pounds in the bedding furrow, 
and the remaining half in the listing 
furrows, one or both*of them. The ni- 
trogen could properly have been applied 
in the form of nitrate of soda, say 25 
pounds.in tie furrow with the planting 
seed and the remainder about June |! 
to 20. An acre of middle Georgia that 
would produce 26 bushels of corn with 
300 or 400 pounds of balanced fertilizer 
would vield a bale of cotton per acre 
with the same amount of cotton fertil- 
izger.

(2) Put the peas in’a tight barn, fill- 
ing it to within three inches of the top.

The bi-sulphide is very volatile, and the 
vapor, being heavier than alr, sinks 
down into the mags of the peas, and 
will kill every living thing.
